Richie: Not so much anymore, I use to all 

the time.

it with the drums panned hard left kind of 

like the first album.

Richie: Um, very little- I think a lot of 
kids these days realize that whole indie 
verses major thing is kind of pointless and 
there's much more pressing social and 
political issues out there. You know, there 
was a time when people thought that Sub Pop 
was the ultimate indie label and they'd never 
sell out. Sub Pop just sold half their 
shares to Uarner Brothers. So you know, I 
don't feel very different from when I was on 
an indie label except that* well I was on 
four indie labels in my life and they all 
ripped me off and I don't think that's going 
to happen with Hollywood. HW treats us so 
well, that they are like family to us. The 
people there are really amazing. They have 
very few bands so we get lotsa lotsa love and 
lots of attention. And I don't want to do 
anything else with my life but play music and 
I think it's ridiculous that it's not 
unethical for someone to go out and do what 
he or she loves and make lots of money in any 
other profession but if you're talking about 
music, to some kids it's unethical if someone 
makes money. We're all broke right now, I 
mean all we did was sign a record deal, you 
don't get rich doing that and you don't make 
money until you sell lots and lots of 
records. But to be perfectly honest with you 
I want to sell records. I don't think you 

lose any integrity by selling records. It's 
so funny how many kids use to be such die 
hard supporters of a band like Greenday and 
Greenday have not changed a bit. They play 
the same music they've always been playing, 
they haven't changed as people, they're 
totally unpretentious, they're totally down 
to earth and some of the kids are like fuck 
Greenday man because they've sold B million 
records. If you're going to dislike someone 
for being rich, dislike the Pope for having 
all that money for supposingly tying to live 
life as a Christian. Christ, 
rags, and was poor and wandered 
man, and the Pope lives in 
splendor. That 's hypocrisy, 
that's making money doing what they love. 
TUT: PLUS I'VE NOTICED THAT YOU STILL KEEP

Richie* Yeah, we still play all ages shows, 
we still play benefits, I mean I don't know.

NKOTB (New kids on the block, 
dipshit). Their name is Cold As Life and 
they are probably the most exciting new band 
I've heard in recent memory- They have the 
classic , Detroit sound (no, not motown) with 
good old New York Flavor for some sweetness. 
They have a very strong old school appeal, 
sounding like a cross between Negative 
Approach, Agnostic Front, Killing Time, & 
Breakdown. The group remained in relative 
obscurity outside of Michigan until they made 
their appearance at the legendary CBGB's in 
NYC's Lower East Side opening up for Madball. 
This appearance was with their now deceased 
frontman, Rodney A Barger , who was murdered 
by his former roommate. He was allegedly 
shot and killed while he was sleeping. His 
killer is still at large. During the next 
year or so the band decided to push on as a 
four piece with their bassist Jake and 
guitarists taking over vocal 
responsibilities. They recorded a ** song 
demo and came back to the east coast to rock 
Studio One in Newark, NJ and that they did. 
The CTYC was heavily represented with 20 or 
so crew members in attendance to support 
their boys, Cold As Life. This particular 
show was billed as the superbowl of Hardcore 
and that's exactly what it was. An event I 
won't soon forget- It would be many moons 
before they would return. They ended up 
coming back to Studio One and playing to an 
empty room. A disappointment to them for 
sure. They still managed to put on a great 
energetic show but were obviously 
disappointed. It would be a couple more 
months before they came back to play for
